Edmonton, Alberta, October 7th—- expectation that his 


Alberta this week is speeding to its 
crisis, with peace, order and good 
government in the balance and the fu- 
ture of this province and the Wellare 
of the people at stake. 

Events of the past few days in Ed- 
monton, rising out of the legislature 
session, have created the situataion, 

They have shown that if there real- 
ly were such a thing as Social ( redit, 
its promoters knew that the only way 
Social Credit could ever be establish- 
ed would be only by complete dictat- 
orship and the smothering of individ- 
ual rights, 

The session itsell 
to neutral observers that the 
great desire of William Aberhart is to 
stay in power personally, 

There was litle effort at 
there were claims, of course, that It 
was being done for the public good 
and that the recall petition which was 
being signed by thousands of the pre 
mier’s constituents in the Okotoks 
High River riding was being signed 
unfairly, There was even last minute 
suggestion from the Social Credit 
side that the 2500 persons who have 
moved into Turner Valley oil — field 
during the past two years— and poin 
ted to during all that time by the pre 
mier as a demonstration of the great 
advance which the oil industry was 
making under his administration 
were brought into that riding for the 
purpose of helping to oust the prem 
ier When the time came, 

A claim by Social Credit members 
that oil operators were forcing their 
employees to sign the recall petition 
Was made by government members ol 
the house. And although the recall act 
said unequlvocably that any coercion 
would be a criminal offence and could 
be prosecuted, none of the members 
urged or took any steps to attempt to 
substantiate the claim thut any pres 
sure was being brougit to Lear 1o 
have the petition signed. 

When the recall petition was start 
ed by residents of the Okotoks-High 
River riding, there really was no ex- 
pectaation that enough signatures 
could be obtained to meet the require 
ment necessary O unseat the premier. 
Undr the act, that would have meant 
sixty-six and two-thirds per cent ol 
the total number of electors on the 
rolls at the 1935 election, 

The idea of the sponsors when the 
petition was started was that it would 
show simply that Aberhart’s claim ot 
100 per cen support was untrue; it 
wus expected that possibly one-third 
of the people in the riding, instead ot 
the two-thirds required by the act, 
would sign the petition, 

But the result was far different, In 
the first two days after the petition 
Was pu up, more than 2,000 — persons 
signed it, Speaking from Calgary = a 
week ago Sunday, r Aberhart implied 
a warning and a threat against peo 
ple who signed; he emphasized that 
the petition was hung up where every- 
one could see it, and the name of sign- 
atory would be known to the govern- 
ment. 

Again the result was not as expect- 
ed, for in the following days more 
thousands of names were added and 
there was still a month to go. 

And it was significant that that am 
endment was given to the house just 
after Charles Cockroft, former provin- 
cial treasurer and still a member of 
the Social Credit side, against whom 
the premier once suggested recall pro 
ceedings in Stettler riding, had urged 
that the required number of — signat- 
ures on any recall petition be reduced 
from two-thirds to one-tenth of the to- 
tal electorate, but ha he decreased re- 
quiremen should not he effective until 
the petition then circulating in the 
premier’s riding had been completed. 

Mr Cockroft’s amendment was a dir- 
ect challenge to the premier and to 
the government; he was daring the 
government to try to get even one- 
tenth of the people in his riding to 
sign a petition for his recall on the 
basis of his condemnation of the pre- 
mier, And the Social Credit members 
refused to accept the challenge. 

In terror the caucus decided to re- 
peal the act altegether, effective 
from the date o fits passage 18 
months ago. It was the only way by 
which he could stay in the job which 
pays him $10,000 a year. Mr Aberhart 
himself, knowing well that all his 
followers would oppose, did register 
his lone vote in the house for a sug- 
gestion that the repeal of the act be 
not made effective until after the Ok- 
ooks-High River petiton had been com- 
pleted. And although voting for that 
suggestion from the opposition, the 
premier was not disappointed in his

Thus ends the Recall act, which was

Anoher high light of the session wa: 
the press bill, giving the Aberhart 
| ,owernment through the Social Credic 
| boaard chairman the right of indirect 
|censorship of the Alberta press 
through the power to suspend pubil- 
cation of the newspaper, bar any writ 
er, demand to know the indentity o! 
|the writer and the source of any arti 
cle or letter or the giver of any infor- 
mation, and order that no informa 
tion or no articles from any specified 
+ sources could be used. It also provided 

that the government could demand 

that any newspaper publish, in the 
case of weeklies, a government stale 
ment issued by the new propaganda 
bureau, and that such statements to 
be published gratis by the newspaper, 
could amount to cne-tenth of — total 
space in any edition of the newspaper. 

Moreover, any persons libelled or 

slaundered in such propaganda issued 

by the government would have no re- 
dress under the libel and slander laws, 
according to the bill. 

Newspapers presented a brief to the 
committee of the house. ‘The briel 
pointed out that the government's 
power to demand free space in a news 
paper Was tantamount to confiscating 
part of the crop of a farmer, or order- 
ing any citizen to work one day of 
each week in the government's inter- 
est without pay. The brief was ac 
companied b ya letter from a firm of 
solicitors, explaining and substantiat- 
ing the brief, but because no publish- 
ers themselves appeared before the 
committee, the committee refusd to 
study or considr the brief. 

The caucus pushed the disallowed 
“Alberta Credit Regulation Atc’ 
through again as it was when vetoed 
by the dominion, except that it elim 
inated the requirement of licenses for 
bank employees, It pushed through a 
bank taxation act requiring banks to 
pay more in taxes than they earn, 
with the explanation that it didn't 
cost the banks anything because they 
could write cheques on themselves, 
but in the same breath refused to es 
tablish a provincial bank so that 1 
could manufacture credit and so abol- 
ish taxation in Alberta, 

The whole air of the session was one 
of Social Credit’ers desperate eftorts 
to indicate to the people of the prov: 
ince that something is being accom- 
plished, but without facing facts, 

The “true blue” pledges have been 
a complete failure; figures show that 
only a small fraction of the electorate 
has signed. In desperation, the caucus 
sought means of holding power for 
the party,

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A STRONG PLEA 


A strong plea for unification of Un- 
ited Grain Growers Limited and the 
Manitoba Pool Elevators was made by 
the United Farmers of Manitoba be- 
fore the Royal Grain Inquiry Commis- 
sion When under Mr Justice Turgeon 
sittings were resumed in Winnipeg, 
October Ist. The U, F. M. brief pre- 
sented by J. 5S. Wood, president, 
pointed out that the Association had 
helped to start both these farmer- 
owned companies and hat the competi- 
tion which had now developed between 
them was a matter of regret. 

“The unfortunate cleavage’ the 
brief said, has impaired the effective 
ness and prestige of the farmers’ 
movement as a coherent and united 
enterprise. But, from many quarters, 
Mr Wood declared there is reiterated 
expression of impatience with condi- 
tions as they are and of increasing 
hope that these two great bodies of 
farmer-producers may be led to com- 
bine their activities and march undiv- 
ided towards the progress of the fut- 
ure.”

THE WORLD OF WHEAT

The World’s millers are now paying 
u price for the top grades of Canadian 
wheat that is unusually high when 
compared with the prices they are ol- 
tering for other sorts, 

Why should this be, when wheats 
are arriving daily from Australia, Ar- 
gentina, Roumania, Russia, India, the 
United States and other countries? 

The reason, it appears, is as follows 

The wheats arriving in Europe from 
Canada’s competitors are not, as yet, 
up to their usual fair quality, Millers 
therefore, find it necessary to use a 
small percentage of high grade “Man 
itobas” to bring their flour mix up to 
average quality. 

But Canada has only a small quan- 
tity of these high grades available, 
hence millers are bidding keenly tor 
them, 


Canada will have, I caleulate, about | 
go million bushels for export, but 21 


million of this is Durum and 19 mil- 
lion Garnet, leaving something less 


!than 50 million only of our best grades 


for overseas sale, or less than a mil- 


, lion bushels a week, 

| How long will the high prices for 
| Manitobas, last? lt depends mainly up- 
| on whether the quality of the wheats 
from Canada’s competitors improves, 
or whether millers tind a way to make 
good flour with the lower quality 
| sorts!

At this time of the year considerable

It was felt that 
a few suggestions might b» of value

based both on extensive feeding tris 
conducted at the Lethbridge | Experi 
mental Stataion and on the practical 
experience of iamb feeders over it 
humber of years. 


Of primary importance is the type 
and quality of the feeder lambs ob- 
tained for finishing as the final re 


sults will depend to a large extent on 


this one factor. The weight — of the 


lambs going into the feed lot is mainly | 


important from the standpoint ot 
length of time required for finishing 
as a Mght lamb will naturally requir 
a longer feeding time to attain the 
weight of 90 to 100 pounds than will 
a heavy lamb. The time of desired mar- 
keting will therefore to a large extent 
determine the weight of lambs re- 
quired, If a feeder considers it desir- 
able to have the lambs marketed be 
fore Christmas it will be necessary to 
obtain lambs weighing approximately
